DI 8-0650, advised be Is the owner of K and A Distributors (kitchen 
appliances) and operates this business from his home. 

KNIGHT stated that on November 22, 1963, his business was 
located at 4810A Greenville Avenue, Dallas, Texas. KNIGHT stated he 
wa» in his office at this address at the time of the assassination of 
President KENNEDY. KNIGHT advised that he held different political 
v ^ ew than President KENNEDY and did not vote for him. He stated, 
however, that he never desired that President KENNEDY be killed and 
ctrUlnlj would not do anything to cause anyone's death. He said 
the assassination of President KENNEDY was stupid and a great tragedy. 

KNIGHT advised he admired President KENNEDY and considered 
him a tremendous speaker, in the same category as former President 
FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT. 

KNIGHT stated he had no information which would assist in 
the investigation of the assassination of President KENNEDY. 
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
